Rival dropped; new foreign minister 

Premadasa names new cabinet 


COLOMBO. March 30, (AP): 
President .. Ranasinghe 
Premadasa named a new cabinet 
today, removing a political rival 
who supported India’s military 
occupation of the island-nation. 

Premadasa re-appointed 
-Prime Minister Dingin Banda 
Wijelunga to his post and named 
a new foreign minister , Harold 
Herath. 

A Premadasa rival. Minister 
for Plantation IndustriesGamini 
Dissanayake, was dropped from 
the cabinet, according to a com- 
munique issued by the presiden- 
tial secretariat. 

Dissanayake, 48, was a elefce 
ally of former president Junius 
Jayewardene and an architect of 
the accord with New Delhi that 
led to India's 30 month military 
occupation of Sri Lanka. 

The accord, signed in June 
1987. brought Indian troops to 


Sri Lanka in an attempt to end 
the country's conflict with Tamil 
separatists. The last Indian 
troops withdrew on March 24 
after failing to quell the guerrilla 
movement. 

Premadasa, elected 10 office in 
December 1988, was opposed to 
the Indian occupation. 

Former minister Dissanayake 
was not immediately available 
for comment but a local news- 
paper today quoted him as say- 
ing he would not resign from his 
political party, the ruling United 
National Party. 

Premadasa dissolved the 
cabinet on Wednesday, shortly 
after Prime Minister Wijelunga 
tendered his resignation. 
Wijelunga, 68, was reappointed 
prime minister and finance mini- 
ster.

I NA said a Foreign Ministry spok- 
esman "dented categorically, chapter 
and verse, allegations contained in a 
statement by the British authorities 
on Wednesday." 

A Lebanese engineer, a man with 
dual British-Iraqi nationality and a 
Frenchwoman married to a Briton 
appeared in court in Britain yester- 
day after a raid at London's Heath- 
row airport in which US and British 
customs officers on Wednesday 
seized 40 nuclear triggers. 

British authorities said .an 
unnamed I raqi would be deported. 

British-iraqi relations have been 
severely strained since the execution 
in Baghdad two weeks ago of Ira^- 
ian-bom Farzad Bazoft, a British-' 
based journalist convicted of spying.

Three people accused of trying to 
smuggle 40 US-made devices for trig- 
gering nuclear weapons to Iraq 
appeared in a British court yesterday, 
and authorities said they also are 
investigating the alleged smuggling 
of naval equipment. 

The arrest of the three people in 
Britain on Wednesday followed an 
18-month investigation by US and 
British police and customs auth- 
orities. 

Britain's customs and excise 
department identified the three 
defendants in a statement as Leban- 
ese engineer Toufic Found Amyuni, 
37; Ali Ashour Daghir, 49, a com- 
pany director with dual Iraqi and 
British citizenship; and export 
executive Jeanine Celestine Speck- 
man, 41, a French woman married to 
a Briton. All gave addresses in or 
around London. 

Amyuni and Daghir were ordered 
held in custody until April 15, while 
Mrs Speckman was granted bail dur- 
ing an appearance yesterday in 
Uxbridge magistrates court in west 
London. 

All were charged under the export 
of prohibited goods control acL 
The customs and excise office also 
said that investigations were under 
way in Scotland and northwestern 
England into alleged attempts to 
export naval equipment to Iraq.

1 UP1): The 
government yesterday charged 
French-based Airbus Industrie, a 
US-based aircraft engine consorting 
and fourfomier government officials 
with bribery and corruption in a SI .4 
billion purchase of 31 Airbus jets. 

An official spokesman, who 
requested no further identification, 
said the Central Bureau of Investiga- 
tion filed 1 he charges with thecourt of 
a special anti-corruption judge. 

The government document named 
as defendants Airbus Industrie. 
International Aero Engines of East 
Hartford, Connecticut, and S. S. 
Sidhu. former secretary of civil avia- 
tion and currently secretary-genera) 
of Montreal-based international 
Civil Aviation Organisation. 

International Aero Engines is a 
consortium of aircraft engine makers 
from five countries — the United 
Stales (Pratt and Whitney, whose 
patent company is United Tech- 
nologies Corp.) Japan. West Ger- 
many. United Kingdom (Rolls- 
Royce Pic) and Italy (Fiat Spa). 

Also named were R. Prasad and 
Capt Kamini Chadha. former man- 
aging directors of state-owned 
Indian Airlines, and B.K. Bhasin. 
former deputy managing director of 
the country's main domestic carrier, 
the spokesman said. 

Sidhu already faces charges of 
corruption in connection with a 1981 
S330 million purchase of four sub- 
marines from a West German corn- 
involving S23 million in kick-

Top Kashmiri

SRINAGAR, India, March 30, 
( AP): The Indian Army shot and 
killed 10 Muslim rebels trying to 
slip into Pakistani- held territory 
today, and a top leader of the 
main Islamic militant group was 
killed in a separate clash, police 
and oiTtrial sources said. 

The 10 men killed near the 
border were part of a group that 
opened fire on the Army when 
they were spotted trying to cross 
from Indian-governed Kashmir 
into Pakistan, official sources 
said in Jammu, the winter capital 
of Jammu- Kashmir state. 

The army fired back, the sour- 
ces said, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. Twelve Muslim 
rebels were captured and arres- 
ted, the sources said. 

The clash occurrred near 
Dumari Gali. about 75 kins (45 
miles) north of Srinagar. 

In Srinagar, heart of the 
Muslim secession movement, a 
key leader of the Jammu-Kash- 
mir Liberation Front was killed 
by police as he attempted to pitch 
a hand grenade into a police bun- 
ker, police said. 

A blast of automatic weapons 
fire from the bunker killed Ash- 
faq Majid Wani. the front’s area 
commander, police said.

Tn London, Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher emphasised the need 
for restraint by all sides in the Lith- 
uania crisis during a 50-minute tele- 
phone conversation with Soviet 
President Mikhail Gorbachev on 
Wednesday, her office said.

Foreign and Chinese residents 
have seen leaflets, some apparen- 
tly faxed into Beijing from 
abroad, calling on people to 
“take a walk" on Sunday and 
April 5 in Tiananmen Square — 
the focus of last year's student 
democracy movement which was 
crushed by the army in June: 

Chinese sources said the 
security apparatus had cir- 
culated its own document order- 
ing heightened vigilance in April. 

Last year's mass protests were 
triggered by the death of former 
Communist Party leader Hu 
Yaobangon April 15. 

The traditional festival of the 
dead known as “qingming", 
when Chinese give respect to 
their ancestors, falls on April 5. 

“Students and workers know 
about these leaflets." said a 
young Beijing resident. “! don't 
think anything will happen bul 
I'm slaying aL home anway." he 
added. 

Diplomats said they very 
much doubted the people ofBeij- 
ing were ready to take to the 
streets again as they did last May 
in their hundreds of thousands.

HONG KONG. March 30, 
(Reuter): Hundreds of people

Newspaper reports today said 
the Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE) guerrillas had 
detained the fishermen and seized 
their boats for allegedly fishing in 
Sri Lankan territorial waters off 
the island's northern coast. 

Sri r jinba militar y sources said 
the LTTE denied the accusation 
an d said an mummed Tamil pbel 
group was responsible. 

Earlier today an Indian High 
Commission (embassy) spokes- 
man said India had sought' Sri 
Lanka's help in tracing the fisher- 
men. 

Tamil residents of Jaffna said 
the T amil Tiger guerrillas roun- 
ded up the fishermen on Wednes- 
day night off Point Pedro, a coas- 
tal riUagein the Jaffna pemnsuia. 

A Tiger guerrilla contacted by- 
telephone in Jaffna. 300 
kilometres (187 mites) northeast 
of Colombo, denied any 
knowledge of the incident. 

But the Tamil residents, who 
tike the guerrilla spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said the fisher- 
men were being held at a Tiger 
camp in Point Pedro, 32 
kilometres (20 miles) northeast of 
the town of Jaffna. 

The residents said local fisher- 
men had complained to the Tigers 
that Indian boots were fishing in 
Sri Lankan waters. 

The Sri lank an armed forces 
dispatched an airplane to survey 
the area and reputed at least 50 
fishing boats woe drawn np along 
the shores of Point Pedro.

"While fulureglobal temperature varia- 
tions were not -necifically addressed, the 
decade from 1 979 through 1 988 showed no 
net warming or cooling trend,” Nasa said, 
summing up the report. 

The government satellites were equip- 
ped with devices able to measure the tem- 
perature in a layer of air 600 miles (965 
iems) wide and 5.000 (1.534 metres) to 
20,000 feet ( 6,096 metres) above sea level, a 
slice of the upper atmosphere where scient- 
ists predict the first telltale signs of global 
warming will appear. 


Instead of a steady wanning trend, the 
researchers found a seemingly random 
pattern of change from year to year. 

“The warmest year was 1987. and the 
next wannest was 1 988, but the average of 
the first five years ■ - 1979 to 1983 — was 
wanner than the most recent five.” said 
John Christy of the University of 
Alabama's Johnson Research Centre. 

The years 1984, 1985 and 1986 were the 
coolest of the decade. Christy and fellow 
researcher Roy Spencer of Nasa said. 

Their report is published in this week's 
Science magazine. 

The two men said they found the 
satellite-based system for gathering tem- 


perature data to be far more accurate than 
any earth-based system and they recom- 
mended that it bf adapted as the standard 
way iff monitor ' uiure global temperature 
change. 

“The resulting data should provide a 
greater focus of scientific debate on why 
temperature anomalies occur rather than 
whether they occur." the researchers said. 

The satellite data is superior to land- 
based systems because temperatures 
recorded by ground-bused thermometers 
are concentrated near population centres, 
leaving the oceans and vast regions of 
remote desert, rain forest and mountains 
unmonitored, the researchers said.

Scan into origins of universe 

PARIS. March 30. ( Reuler 1: Astronomers will be able to gaze back billions of 
years towards the origins of the universe after a giant telescope is launched into 
space next month, the European Space Agency (ESA) said. 

Using a high-resolution camera inside a solar-powered space telescope 
scientists will beable lo gaze dttper into the universe than ever before at objects 
billions of light years away, effectively seeing what happened bQlion of years 
ago. 

Its precision was equivalent to focussing on a coin in Brussels from London, 
an ESA statement added. 

The 1 1-tonne Hubble space telescope will be launched on board the US space 
shuttle Discovery from Kennedy Space Centre in Florida on April 12, ESA said. 
The shuttle will place- the te l escope into a low-Eartb orbit. 

ESA have developed ihe buS-size telescope, the largest astronomical 
observatory sent into space, with the US National Aeronautics and- Space 
Administration (Nasa). 


Cold fusion claim 


Pioneer upset 

BOSTON. March 30, ( AP): The chemist who said he discovered a way 
to produce nuclear fusion in a lab jar said the overwhelmingly negative 
response to his work from other researchers has shaken his faith in 
science. 

Stanley Pons commented after the British journal Nature carried a 
highly critical analysis of his discovery. The Nature analysis was based 
on measurements by Pons" University of Utah colleagues. 

Pons galvanized the science world a year ago when he and a 
colleague, Martin Fleischman of England's University of Southamp- 
ton, announced that they have achieved cold fusion. Such a feat, if true, 
would give the world a limitless supply of energy. 

Two months after Jasi spring's announcement. Michael H. Salamon, 
a physicist at the university who was uninvolved in the research, set up 
sensors in Pons’ lab for five weeks to check the nuclear ouiputofhis cold 
fusion equipment. 

"We did not see a peep,” Salamon said in an interview. "There was 
not an iota, not a sniff, of conventional fusion occurring. We saw no 
neutrons or gamma rays that could be attributed to a fusion process.” 

Pons responded that Salamon's experiment was poorly performed 
and done to please physicists at other universities who were unhappy 
that such ag important discovery had been made by a chemist, not a 
physicisL 

"It's pretty distressing, because most of the allegations in the paper 
are not true,” Pons said in an interview. 

He said the physicists ignored energy cells in his lab that were 
producing large amounts of heat and instead set up their monitoring 
equipment to check ones that were making only low amounts. He said 
the sensors were also placed at an angle Lhat missed evidence of nuclear 
activity. 

“They were in (the lab) for political reasons." said Pons. "They were 
embarrassed by this. They were embarrassed lhat a chemist had fallen 
into a nuclear reaction so simply. Their outside colleagues were putti ng 
tremendous pressure cn them.”

Cuban no to US ‘sex, drugs’ TV 


HAVANA, March 30, (Reuter): Cuba 
jammed a TV broadcast from the United 
States for the second consecutive day and 
attacked Washington for trying to impose 
“sex, drugs and violence television" on the 
communist-ruled island. 

The Communist Party daily Granina 
dedicated nearly all of its front and back 
pages to articles and editorials condemn- 
ing the start-up of US-funded TV Manx, 
which began a three-hour test transmis- 


sion early on Tuesday and repeated it on 
Wednesday. 


Cuba said it successfully blocked out 
both broadcasts and predicted a lengthy 


electronic war with its powerful northern 
neighbour. 

In New York, Cuba's UN ambassador 
said that a full-scale broadcast “war” 
might hamper communications with 
American aircraft. 

“In this area there are many aeroplanes 
flying, most of them going to the US or 
coming from the US they may suffer,” 
Ambassador Ricardo Alarcon said. 

Referring to possible Cuban retaliation 
for the TV Marti broadcasts, he told a 
news conference: “If you have this war of 
signals going on in the area, according to 
the experts, some complications may 


occur in terms of the necessary commun- 
ications for aeroplanes in that particular 
area.” 

Cuba would not suffer much because it 
had no flights to the United States while 
many US flights traversed Cuba, he said. 

TV Marti is the latest flare-up m the 
hostile US-Cuban relationship that began 
shortly after Fidel Castro led a revolution 
that toppled right-wing dictator Fulgencio 

Batista in 1959. .. 

On its front-page, Granina directly 
quoted words used by Castro during a 
recent visit to Brazil: 

“Now the US wants to impose its telev- 


ision on us illegally in a way which breaks 
aU international laws: Sex, drugs and 
violence Yankee television.” 


So far, residents in Havana who have 
been willing to sacrifice their sleep have 
caughtonlyaglimpseoftheTV Marti logo 
before it was wiped off the screen by the 
buzzing static and vertical bars of Cuban 
jamming. 


Cuba says it can not only jam the incom- 
ing broadcasts of news and entertainment 
but has the capacity to disrupt US broad- 
casting, communications and defence sys- 
tems as well.

SOFIA, March 30, (AP): Bul- 
garian Premier Andreo Lukanov 
introduced bis government's 
long-term economic plan to 
Parliament, stressing Liberalisa- 
tion, austerity and more private 
ownership, the BTA news agency 
reported. 

Bulgaria's future priorities in 
its drive to change its centralised 
command economy inherited 
from four decades of communist 
rule, are a marked improvement 
of material supplies domes- 
tically, anti-inflation measures 
and the curbing of the country's 
foreign debt. 

"There is no alternative to 
market economy," BTA quoted 
Lukanov as saying. 

Also yesterday, the ruling 
communists and the democratic 
opposition resumed their talks 
over the make-up of a new 
Parliament and a draft electoral 
law, illustrating Bulgaria's long 
and arduous road toward 
democracy. 

The talks have been 
deadlocked oyer Lhe procedure 
of electing a' new Bulgarian 
president and the nature of the 
new Parliament after the first 
multi-party elections in June. 


According to the new econ- 
omic guidelines, after years dur- 
ing which the wasteful and 
polluting heavy industry was 
given preference over agriculture 
and consumer goods, Bulgaria's 
new-look economy is to undergo 
a shift of priorities. 

Agriculture, food and light 
industries, trade, services and 
T urkism would get a bigger share 
of stale investment to alleviate 
food and energy shortages which 
became wideparead in recent 
years. 

“ Urgent measures and a 
radical economic reform, which 
should secure a fast transition to 
a market economy, are needed to 
help the economy out of its 
current crisis," BTA said. 


State-owned businesses in 
industry, construction, road and 
water transport, in trade, 
services and tourism, will be sold 
to private Bulgarian and foreign 
companies, the report said. 


The government will allow 
companies to lease out machin- 
ery, equipment, premises, trans- 
portation vehicles, workshops, 
as well as small and medium- 
sized businesses, the report said 
without elaboration.

If 
you do not work, there would be 
no food,” said Mrs Mbatha's 
friend Evelina Hlophe. 

Education, which might nor- 
mally contain and channel the 
energies of young people like 
Mbatha, is almost at a standstill 
in most Natal townships. 

“We are afraid our enemies 
will attack us in our schools. 
There is no alternative but to 
defend ourselves from outside 
the classrooms," one of 
Mbatha's friends said. 



BRUSSELS, (Renter): Belgium 
legalised abortion on Thursday 
after years of campaigning by 
feminists and a handful of 
politicians to Eft a century-old ban 
on the practice. 

The chamber of depnties (lower 
house) approved by 126 votes to 
69, with 12 abstentions, a law all- 
owing abortions for women “in 
distress” daring the first 12 weeks 
of pregnancy. 

It was approved by parliament's 
second chamber, the senate, last 
year. Belgann had been the only 
country in Europe apart from 
Ireland to outlaw the practice. 

A ban dating from 186 7 has 
become mcreaangiy difficult to 
enforce, with 15,000 abortions 
performed every year at non- 
profit clinics scattered around the 
country. 

The- new law, pot forward by 
Socialists and Liberals, does not 
speO out what is meant by “dis- 
tress” so that it falls short of abor- 
tion on bat covers any- 

thing from financial worries to 
psychological problems. 

The reform has sparked sharp 
divisions in this Catbofic country. 

While many authorities torn a 
blind eye to* abortions, others 
prosecute, forcing thousands of 
women to travel to neighboarmg 
countries to terminate their preg- 
nancies.

Opposition to abortion is par- 
ticularly strong in the northern 
Dutch-speaking Flanders region, 
while pressme for reform has 
come mainly from the more Kberal 
French-speaking WaDonia area in 
the south.

EAST BERLIN, March 30. 
(Reuter): East Germany's 

political leaders, confronted by 
the first street protests since free 
elections 1 1 days ago, agreed yes- 
terday to investigate new 
deputies' alleged links with the 
former Stasi security police. 

Emerging from a virtual 
stalemate over the Stasi allega- 
tions, they also agreed to con- 
vene parliament on April 5 and 
the two main parties said they 
were confident of forming a non- 
comm unsit coalition govern- 
ment by the middle of next 
month. 

After a meeting of the 12 par- 
ties elected to parliament the 
official news agency ADN said: 
“It was unanimously agreed to 
propose to the session that a 
parliamentary investigative 
committee (on the Stasi) be 
created." 

Tens of thousands of pro- 
democracy marchers took to the 
streets in East Germany in a 
show of feeling reminiscent of 
last October’s “people power" 
revolution that toppled 40 years 


of hardline communism.

We have come out in public 
to sav: We want no Stasi faction 
in parliament," Ingrid Koeppe of 
the reform movement New 
Forum said to applause outside 
the parliament building in East 
Berlin.

PRAGUE, March 30, (AP): Cze- 
choslovakia's Parliament yesterday 
approved a new name for the republic, 
eliminating its designation as a “socialist" 
state. 

After weeks of stormy discussion and 
mounting tension between Czechs and 
Slovaks, parliament with the required 
three-fifths majority, replaced the coun- 
try’s old name of “Socialist Republic of 
Czechoslovakia" with “Czechoslovak 
Federative Republic ” 

The new name was adopted after a 20- 
member committee had to be elected to 
work out an agreement on the thorny 


issue. 

In Lhe wake of last November's peaceful 
revolution, everybody — even the once all- 
powerful communists — agreed that the 
epithet “socialist" no longer had any place 
in tbe Czechoslovak republic. 

The name change was also accompanied 
by a linguistic gimmick: The Slovaks, 
situated in the hyphen camp, will hyphen- 
ate the country's title in writing as “Cze- 
choslovak Federative Republic," to show 
to outside world that Czechoslovakia con- 
tains two distinct peoples — Czechs and 
Slovaks. 

The debate over the hyphen, character- 


istic both of Czechoslovak love of detail 
and absurdity, split the Czechs and 
Slovaks. 

While fellow East Europeans, fight out 
their ethnic squabbles, the Slovaks, about 

one-third of Czechoslovakia's 1 5. 5 million

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OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
March 30, (AP): Soldiers shot 
and killed a 1 7-year-old Palestin- 
ian as the occupied territories 
and Arab villages in Israel were 
shut down today by general 
strikes and protests marking 
Land Day. 

Arabs stoned cars, held protest 
marches and raised Palestinian 
flags despite widespread efTorts 
by the Army and police to 
prevent violence on Land Day, 
the anniversary of 1976 riots 
against Israel’s confiscation of 
Arab-owned land. 

Inside Israel, Arab youths set 
tires afire, threw stones and 
waved the outlawed red, white, 
black and green flags, Israeli 
radio reports said. 

In the Arab town of Kafr 
Kanna north of Nazareth, 
several thousand Arabs attend- 
ing an annual memorial service 
for a local teen-ager killed in ) 976 
were read a co mmuni que from 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat by 
Parliament member Abdul 
Wabab Daroushe. 

Arafat's message, sent by fac- 
simile from Europe, praised 
Palestinians “for igniting the 
first spark in 1976, which led to 
the great fire of the uprising." 

It also praised Israelis who 
support negotiations with Pales- 
tinians as "heroic, democratic 
Jews willing to make the peace of 
the courageous, the brave.” 

The general strikes were called 
by the PLO-backed leaders of the 
Palestinian uprising, the Islamic 
fundamentalist movement 
Hamas, or zeal, and Arab leaders 
in Israel. They appeared to be 
universally observed, including 
in Arab East Jerusalem.

To block violence on Land 
Day, the army declared a curfew 
on all 700,000 residents of the 
occupied Gaza Strip and four 
West Bank towns or villages. 

One Palestinian youth was 
shot and wounded in the Gaza 


Strip's Nusseirat refugee camp 
when he defied the curfew and 
ignored soldier's orders to halt, 
the army said. 

Security was especially tight in 
Jerusalem, where thousands of 
Muslims often come on Friday’s 
during Ramadan to pray at the 
A1 Aqsa Mosque, one of the 
holiest sites of Islam. 

Soldiers set up roadblocks on 
roads leading into the city and 
were blocking Palestinian youths 
from entering. Police also sear- 
ched young Arab men and 
women before allowing them to 
enter Jerusalem's old city, where 
AI Aqsa is located. 

An army statement said the 
soldiers were blocking "elements 
likely ofendangering the security 
of the state." 

In the Palestinian village of 
Jebel Makaber, a frequent trou- 
ble spot inside Jerusalem’s bor- 
ders, soldiers watched from roof- 
top observation post and eight 
jeeps full of police or 
paramilitary border police 
cruised the streets. 

Despite the widespread 
security, dozens of Palestinian 
flags arid freshly painted protest 
slogans were seen in and around 
Jerusalem.

Kuwait denounces 
‘grave conspiracy’ 

UNITED NATIONS, March 30, (Agencies): Kuwait denounced yesterday the 
“grave conspiracy” of allowing Soviet Jews to settle in Palestine, and urged the 
Security Council to stop this illegal practice. 

“It is a grave conspiracy. Doors formerly open to Soviet Jewish immigrants hi 
the United Stales have been closed, forcing them to go to Israel,” Kuwaiti 
ambassador Mohammad A. Abulhassan told the 15-nation UN body. 

Abulhassan spoke on the last day of a four-day debate that had been 
requested on February 2 by Moscow. The council met on March 1 5 for the first 
time on this issue. 

No further meeting has been scheduled immediately, as efforts continue to 
draft a resolution that the Arabs hope will rebuke the Israel policy of settling 
Soviet Jews in the occupied territories and East Jerusalem. 

Abulhassan said the emigration policy bad been decided by powers that said 
the Jews had the human right to- settle wherever they wanted, but denied 
Palestinians the same right." 

The Kuwaiti official referred to a recent decision by Washington to limit the 
number of Jew's allowed to settle in the United States — a decision the Arab 
suspect was taken in collusion with Israel. 

“In effect it (the decision) sanctions illegality. It it ironic and tragic that the 
immigration is taking place, while Palestinian families are being deponed From 
their own homeland for lack of proper papers,” Abu lh assa n said. 

He said every Jewish immigrant who settles in the occupied territories 
becomes an “armed henchman who lives in the land of others. 

“If anyone has a right to settle in those territories, it is the uprooted 
Palestinians,” he said.

Afghan 
rebels

ISLAMABAD. March 30. 
; Reuter): The interim govern- 
ment set up by Pakistan- based 
Afghan rebels yesierday rebuf- 
fed a UN idea for the return of 
Afghan war refugees to "zones of 
tranquility'' and complained of 
UN interference in internal 
affairs. 

The prime minister of the 
Afghan interim government 
tAIG) Abdurrab Rasul Bayyaf 
said an estimated five million 
refugees in Pakistan and Iran 
would not return home until an 
Islamic government was set up in 
Afghanistan. 

Savva T s statement, quoted by 
his Western-backed coalition's 
news agency, responded to one 
by a senior UN official who said 
the world body wanted “zones of 
tranquility" organised in Afgh- 
anistan so refugees could start 
going home. 

Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan, 
who heads the UN office co- 
ordinating aid to Afghanistan, 
said on Tuesday at the end of a 
visit to the area that he had dis- 
cussed the idea with Afghan 
President Najibullah and rebel 
leaders in Pakistan. 

“I think it's time for people to 
think seriously of going home.” 
he told a news conference in 
Kabul. 

But Sayyaf said: “The Afghan 
refugees ... will not go back home 
of their free will until their true 
representative Islamic govern- 
ment has been established." 

Hedenied having talked about 
refugee repatriation with 
Sadruddin and said he was 
astounded by reports that the 
UN official discussed the ques- 
tion with authorities in Pakistan 
and Kabul. 

"They utter one thing to us 
and different things to others.*' 
the media news agency quoted 
Sayyaf as saying about Sadrud- 
din’s talks, "such behaviour will 
generate serious problems." 

Sayyaf said he had talked to 
Sadruddin only about relief to 
people forced by the 1 1 -year-old 
war to shift from one place to 
another inside Afghanistan and 
had set out conditions for such 
aid.

Arid this document' 
should be stamped by the Embassy of Kuwait in his country for 
authentication. After the document comes here, it must be 
authenticated by the authorities in Kuwait as well. You can 
present the power of attorney to the traffic department, and they 
will do the needful to transfer the vehicle in your name. 

There is another procedure, which is rather prolonged, and 
requires you to file a case against the ownerof the car and get a 
judgement in your favour saying that the car was bought by you. 
In this instance, you have lo prove through eye-witness tes- 
timony the verbal agreement made between you and the owner.

J AM a domestic helper. 1 want to know if an employ ee doesn't want 
your service, or an employer doesn't pay our salary, can I ask him to 
send me back to my country? If he suggest I seek a transfer of 

residence, can I refuse? If a domestic helper is deported, what is the 
procedure for coming back? Jester 

ANY domestic helper, or any employee, who wants to work 
anywhere will first ask about the salary and working condiuons; 

ifhedoesn’L. he should. 

When an employee accepts a job, he or she should know about 
the working conditions and the salary he can expect from his 
employer. If you knew the conditions and the Lerms of the 

contract, you don't have the rightto refuse work. 

If you have nol completed the con l ran. n is up to the employer 
whether they want to deduct all the expenses they paid to bring 
you to the country. Legally, and contractwise, it is not right to 
leave the employer in mid-term . It is advisable to settle the matter 
amicably and finalise the matter kindly. A domestic helper is not 
covered by the labour law. The only way is to settle the matter 
amicably. Or you would have to file a case in the court. 

If any expatriate is deponed from Kuwait, he or she must gel a 
pardon from rhe Minister orimerior to re-enter Kuwait. If a 
pardon is granted, then he can re-enter on a Trash visa.

WITH Iran rather inhospitable to foreign adven- 
turers Kuwait is increasingly becoming a crossing 
poinL for travellers seeking to set new records while 
traversing continents on fool, camelback, by plane, 
bike or motorcycle. 

• Two such groups, Moroccan and Italian, conver- 
ged on iheGuifstatcIasi week. Al first sight they had 
Gllle but wonderlust in common. Bui as they com- 
pared notes in a lively conversation after a chance 
meeting it was obvious that they shared much more 
than a desirefor adventure. Both groups spoke of an 
ideal, a world without boundaries, wars and 
violence. They were eager to learn about cultures 
other than their own and puss on their experience 
through movies and books they plan to produce 
about their adventure. And yes. they hope to make 
an entry into record books. The six Italians travell- 
ing on motorbikes from Rome to Peking claim they 
are the first to undertake the 22.000 km journey . The 
two Moroccans from Casablanca, who are follow- 
ing in the footsteps of Ibn Batuta, an 18th century 
scholar, hope to be the first Arabs after their renow- 
ned countryman to reach China on foot. 

But Bouih Ahmed Fouad. 27. and 29-year-old 
Moubtahij Mostafa hope logo further, to Spain, via 
Australia. Latin and North America. Thc> plan 10 
walk into Barcelona, from the nearby airport (they 
have to fiy over the Atlantic), in the summer of 1 992 
in the time for 1 he Olympics. 

By the time the Moroccans reach the subcontin- 
£nt the Italians wilt hopefully have their adventure 
wrapped up. The group, led by Roberto Ceccarelli. 
that left their home town Rome on March i 1 plans 
lo get to Peking on May 31. The six men, all 
motorcycle buffs, took one year io prepare for the 
trip. They are backed by the Italian National Olym- 
pic Committee. the Italian Motorcyclisi Federation 
and a host of sponsors, whose contribution will 
cover 30 per cent of the entire cost of the trip. The 
boys hope that the rest that comes from their savings 
wifi be compensated by the sales of the documentary 
they are filming along the trip and the book they 
plan to produce at the end of the trip. 


Fouad and Mostafa also plan to write about their 
trip. But it won't be a traveller’s guide or a simpl? 
record of an adventure. It will be a study of different 
customs and social practices, says Fouad a com- 
puter programmer. Both experienced travellers, the 
Moroccans set out on their journey to spread their 
message of peace and friendship. They say the idea 
was bom as they learnt of the innoceni people's 
suffering in war- tom countries such as Lebanon, El 
Salvador and South Africa. 

The pair who left the Atlantic port of Casablanca 
on Feb7ih have walked much of the North Africa, at 
limes more than 30 km a day. The effort was not 
over-taxing for either, as Fouad is a footballer and 
Mostafa an athlete. But they also hitch-hiked and 
took a bus when the land they were crossing was 
particularly inhospitable such as the 1,067 km 
stretch of the Sahara desert between Benghazi and 
Tripoli in Libya. 

Although not backed by an official organisation 
the Moroccans have received help from new 
acquaintances. Moroccan expatriates and media. 
When they run out of money they work, as shop 
assistants, waiters or lake whatever jobs are availa- 
ble. 

Waiting 

With Saudi Arabia not too far both teams had 10 
lake a break in Kuwait. The Italians loaded their 
high performance Aurelia motorbikes on a boat to 
Abu Dhabi and they followed by plane. This is not 
cheating but out of necessity, they say. The Moroc- 
cans remain in Kuwait to wait for a visa to Saudi 
Arabia. 

From the Gulf the route is the same for both 
teams, from Oman to Karachi. Pakistan by boaland 
then through India to China by road. 

The Italians were quite pleased to see Kuwait, for 
the Kuwaitis, whether they know it or not. are in fact 
helping finance the adventure. Among the group's 
sponsors is the Italian Mobil which was recently 
bought by the K uwaii Petroleum Corporation. 

Summfng up the spirit oftheir adventure, and that 
of the Moroccans. Roberto says: “We are fri&nds to 
all the world." And even if that world has nol always 
been a friend to them they will be happy if by the lime 
they complete their journey someone somewhere 
along their route has got their message."

WHO films anti-brucellosis campaign 


THE deputy director-general of 
Kuwait’s Public Authority for 
Agriculture Affairs and Fish 
Resources DrSult3n Ahmed Sul- 
tan was quoted as saying the 
veterinary quarantine project at 
Kuwait International Airport 
has been completed. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, the officail said that the 
setting up uf such a quarantine 
aims at enabling veterinary auth- 
orities to arrange for necessary 
medical tests on ail animals and 
birds which may arrived in the 
country by air. 

He added that alt the incoming 
animals and birds will be subject 
to the necessary quarantine, irre- 
spective of whether these animals 
or birds haie arrived accompan- 
ied by owners or through 
separate airfreight. 

He added that the quarantine 
period could be defined by the 
relevant veterinary authority 
and in the light of the health 
situation of the relevant coun- 
tries and in the light of the health 
certificate which should be 
brought along with the incoming 
animals and birds. 

He added that the quality of 
the veterinary care in each coun- 
try will define the quarantine 
period and further added that the 
animals or birds whoam vein the 
country without health cer- 
tificates will be subject to a longer 


period at the quarantine. 

He confirmed the co-ordina- 
tion existing between the veterin- 
ary authorities and authorities 
concerned at Directorate Gen- 
eral for Civil Aviation (DCJCA) 
as well as the Customs Depart- 
ment to make sure that all the 
incoming animals and oirds 
should be passed on to the 
veterinary quarantine to ensure 
that these animals and birds were 
free of any virus that may cause 
infectious diseases. Dr Sultan 
also said that a special film has of 
late been prepared to demon- 
strate ways to combat the com- 
mon cattle disease known as 
brucellosis, under the sponsor- 
ship of the World Health Organ- 
isation. 

Speaking to Kuna, he said that 
Kuwait was selected by WHO lo 
shoot this film, in appreciation of 
Kuwait's consistent efforts in 
fighting brucellosis during the 
years from 1987 to 1989 and the 
vaccination of cows against this 
disease in 1985. 

This film is to be used in the 
field of education and guidance 
to demonstrate the danger of 
how the disease-causing virus 
could pass from sick animals to 
human beings and how to 
prevent this process. 

He said that Kuwait managed 
to reduce the number of cases in 


humans and also in animals, such 
as sheep, goat and cows, pointing 
out that the percentage of con- 
tracting the disease dropped in 
cows from 9.7 in 1986 to 4.6 per 
cent in 1989. and in sheep and 
t;oais from 1 1 to 6.6 per cent in 
7989. 

The specialists assigned to 
shoot the film stayed in the coun- 
try for ten years and took snap- 
shots of flocks of sheep, goats 
and camels in the Kuwaiti desert, 
in Kabad. Abdaii. Manageesh 
and others, the official said. 

The film also contains scenes 
of an aborting goat and instances 
of immunising animals in the 
area of Hamadiyat and also 
scenes on how to deal with dairy 
animals. Sultan said. 

He added that the film also 
demonstrated ways to examine 
sick animals by skin tests and lab 
tests to reveal the disease causing 
agent. A series of scenes were 
taken at the Central Slaughter- 
house to demonstrate ways to 
segregate sick animals whose dis- 
eases were contractable by 
humans, such as brucellosis. 

The specialists assigned to 
make the film carried out 
interviews with veteran vets at 
different labs in the country, 
adding that these efforts led to a 
considerable reduction in the 
number of cases registered, Sul- 
tan said. 


14 females 
trapped in 
elevator 
rescued 

PANDEMONIUM reigned and 
near tragedy was averted with 
the timely arrival of the fire- 
brigade personel lo rescue 14 
female students from the 
Medical College in Jabriya who 
had been trapped in the elevator 
of the college for two hours and 
30 minlues. 

The incident began when the 
General Fire Fighting Depart- 
ment and Jabriya Police Station 
received a report stating that 14 
female students at the college 
were locked in the college 
elevator. 

Sources said that one of the 
female students was in the fourth 
month of her pregnancy, several 
females in the stalled lift lost con- 
sciousness and other were 
screaming in desperation. 

A local daily stated that 
firemen came 10 the rescue in the 
nick of time as the excessive 
weight threatened to snap the 
elevator wires.

Privatisation of mobile 
phorie service approved 

THF. Council of Ministers has approved a request by the Ministry of 
Communications to give up control of the mobile telephone service and 
related systems to a new private company to be set up by the ministry. 

Sources close to the Council of Ministers said the council decided to 
form a committee under the chairmanship of the minister of commun- 
ications and memberships of the Ministers of Commerce and Industry, 
Finance and Information to study the executive steps of transferring 
control of Mobile Telephone service and systems to the proposed 
private company and the establishment of the company. 

The ministry has reportedly requested the council to approve the 
establishment of a new company to manage and operate its mobile 
service systems, due to the continued financial and administrative 
problems borne by the ministry as a result of controlling this service. 

Meanwhile, a senior official at the Ministry of Communictions has 
revealed the ministry's intention lo introduce a new telephone service, 
which will enable subscribers to dial a certain number and learn all 
information about their Iiljs. due payments and other relevant mat- 
ters. 

The official said that this service will contribute to the ministry's 
constant efforts to develop work performance and optimise its subs- 
criber services, and will also help subscribers avoid having their lines 
disconnected for failure to pay over-due bills. 

Investments 

The legislative committee as the Council of Ministers yesterday held 
a meeting under the chairmanship of the Minister of State for Cabinet 
Affairs Rashed Al Rashed during which it endorsed a number of 
official protocols relating to agreements concluded by Kuwait with 
different Arab and European countries to protect and encourage 
investments in these countries. 

Rashed said the committee revealed that two agreements would be 
signed with France and Hungary involving the promotion of invest- 
ments between Kuwait and these countries. 

He added that the committee agreed lo the agreement proposed for 
signing between Kuwait and China to promote economic and technical 
co-operation, and a third agreement to be signed with Egypt on the 
exchange of prisoners to complete serving their terms in their respective 
countries.

Iraq stirs a 
hornets’ nest 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, (AP): Iraq’s 
apparent attempt to acquire trig- 
gering devices for nuclear 
weapons underlines its longtime 
efforts to challenge Israel's 
military dominance in the Mid- 
dle East. . 

The alleged smuggling 
attempt, foiied Wednesday in 
London, also raised fears among 
some officials and analysts that a 
new arras race was under way in 
the volatile region. 

On Wednesday, USand Israeli 
officials reiterated theirpast war- 
nings about the spectre of 
nuclear proliferation in the Mid- 
dle East. But most analysts 
believe Iraq is still years away 
from actually producing a 
nuclear weapon. 

Triggers 

SlilJ. Iraq’s efforts to obtain 
nuclear triggers, coupled with its 
development of long-range mis- 
siles and chemical weapons, has 
raised concerns that its nuclear 
programme may be more advan- 
ced than anyone thought. 

The arrest of three people in 
London on Wednesday for 
allegedly trying to smuggle US- 
made triggers known as krytons 
to 1 rac was the latest in a chain of 
indicator.* that Iraq is capable of 
developing high-technology 
weapons. 

Last December. Iraq launched 
a rocket it said could be used to 
put a satellite into space orbit. It 
also claims to have developed 
missiles with a range of 750 miles 
( 1 .200 kilometres). 

In December. US officials con- 
firmed the launch “of a rocket 
capible of putting a satellite into 
orbii.” 


But Western intelligence 
officials said North Korea has 
offered to sell missiles to at feast 
five Middle Eastern states. Syria 
and Iran among them, or help 
them develop such weapons. 

Iran also is developing long- 
range missiles. Syria and Saudi 
Arabia have missiles capable of 
hitting targets in Israel. Libya is 
believed to be seeking Chinese 
M-9 missiles. 

Israel, faced with the challenge 
to its long-held technological 
superiority, now has the nuclear- 
capable Jericho-II weapon, with 
an estimated range of up to 370 
miles (600 kilometres). 

It recently tested an advanced 
version, Jericho-II, with a 
reputed range of more than 1,000 


miles (1,600 kilometres), enough 


to hit targets anywhere in 
region and even Soviet territory. 

Iraqi officials deny Baghdad is 
trying to build nuclear weapons. 
But the rapid strides it has made 
in military technology and 
President Saddam Hussein's 
regional ambitions, coupled with 
the lack of a formal peace treaty 
with Iran, has caused widespread 
concern. 

“Iraq is being unnecessarily 
grandiose in its military prepara- 
tions.” Simon Henderson, editor 
of the London-based Mideast 
Markets newsletter, told the 
London conference. 

“Western officials consider 
the amount it spends on defence 
to be totally out of proportion to 
that necessary to meet any threat 
of renewed hostilities with Iran. 

Arsenal 


“Instead, thev foresee that bj 


B it Western intelligence sour- 
ces aid the launch was less suc- 
cess! il than at first believed. 
They said the rocket only flew for 
just over two minutes, reaching 
an altitude of 12 1-2 miles (20 
kilometres) before plunging 
back to earth. 

Nonetheless, some analysts 
believed that it put Iraq on the 
threshold of ballistic missile 
capacity. 

Richard Murphy, former US 
assistant secretary of stale and a 
Middle East expert, told a con- 
ference on Iraq in London earlier 
this month that Iraq’s missile 
programme has made “extraor- 
dinary progress.” 

“This progress generally 
carries an ominous overtone and 
not just in the United Slates,” he 
said. “Its genuine scientific 
achievements are clouded by 
associated reports of Iraqi 
progress in chemical weapons 
and biological warfare 
research.” 

Iraq has achieved this despite 
the efforts of the United States 
and the six industrialised nations 
to halt the proliferation of mis- 
siles by cutting off the flow of 
sensitive technology to Third 
World countries. 

Restrict 

Attempts to restrict access to 
missile technology have been 
undercut by the emergence of 
sophisticated arms industries in 
Latin America, Asia and the 
Middle East. 

China has supplied missiles in 
the past to Iran and Iraq , but says 
it has stopped doing so. 


the end of the decade Iraq will 
have the largest arsenal in the 
region of unconventional 
weapons — principally medium- 


range missiles with sophisticated

warheads, including chemical 
and nuclear weapons.’ 


Last December, Mideast 
Markets reported that Iraq was 
trying to build a nuclear bomb 
with Chinese help. 

The newsletter said the Chin- 
ese have provided Baghdad with 
components for high-speed cen- 
trifuges that produce the highly 
enriched uranium needed for 
nuclear weapons. 

But it estimated that it could be 
10 years before Iraq would be 
capable of testing such a weapon . 
Israeli officials have said Iraq is 
probably much closer than that. 

Israeli warplanes bombed a 
French-built nuclear reactor 
near Baghdad in June 1981, char- 
ging that the Iraqis were develop- 
ing nuclear weapons. 

Some analysis believe that 
Baghdad’s efforts to get its hands 
on nuclear triggers indicates it is 
well down the road to nuclear- 
weapons capability. 

But Don Kerr, a military 
specialist with the London-based 
International Institute for 
Strategic Studies, said in a tele- 
phone interview that he believed 
Iraq's nuclear programme is still 
in the theoretical stage because of 
the problems of getting hold of 
weapons-grade material.” 

He said Iraq's apparent 
attempt to acquire nuclear trig- 
gers was “an attempt to take a 
short cut through the design and 
development process.”

Kohl committed to Nato membership 


CDU victory plus for Bush 


WASHINGTON: After the stunning victory of the 
Alliance for Germany, backed by Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl, in the East German elections, the Bush 
administration is much relieved because the chan- 
cellor remains firmly committed to membership in 
Nato. If the Social Democrats bad won, as almost 
everybody expected. Germany’s role in Nato might 
have undergone some changes. 

The future relationship between Nato and a 
unified Germany is what State Department officials 
consider the most important aspect of American 
policy in Europe. One of the reasons is that German 
public opinion, according to the latest polls, would 
prefer German neutrality, another being that the 
Soviet Union currently objects to a united Germany 
remaining in Nato. 

American officials are confident that Kohl will 
want a united Germany to remain a full member of 
Nato and were reassured when told that at their last 
Warsaw Pact meeting earlier this month in Prague 
die Poles, Czechs, Hungarians and Romanians all 
voted in favour of continued German membership 
in Nato. 

The Russians, on the other hand, said they are 
against a united Germany remaining in Nato. The 
trouble with their position is that they are in a 
dilemma about Germany’s future role in Europe. 
They are not in favour of German neutrality or a 
kind of free-floating role between the blocs, but they 
have no clearly formulated alternative. 

The Bush administration is ready to accept united 
Germany’s membership in Nato with its East Ger- 
man part demilitarised, but not, for instance, the 
proposal advanced by Oskar LaFontaine, the leader 
of the Social Democrats, that Germany like France 
remain outside the Nato command. 

In view of the obvious dilemma on the part of the 
Soviets, it would seem that Gorbachev has yet to 
decide on what longer range policy to adopt toward 
Germany. But with neutrality excluded, with the 
Warsaw Pact disintegrating and the idea of Ger- 
many belonging to both pacts making no sense, 
hopes are high here that Gorbachev will ultimately 
agree to Germany being tied to Nato as one of the 
safest alternatives, one that would ensure that Ger- 
many could not throw its weight around or threaten 
anybody. 

Mideast 

American officials dealing with Middle Eastern 
affairs do not expect any early breakthroughs either 
in the deadlocked interna! political situation in 
Israel or in the peace process, but they are more 
hopeful of gradual progress. 


The fall of Yitzhak Shamir's government was an 
indication that the United States has not given up on 
the peace process, for it was American pressure that 
brought it down in order to bring some movement 
into a hopeless stalemate. Nobody here had any 
illusions about the prospects of Peres, the leader of 
the Labour Party, forming a government. He was 
and is given only an outside chance. With the two 
main parties evenly divided, the small religious 
parties hold the key as to whether Peres could 
succeed. However, the situation, even if he did 
succeed, would be so precarious that an early elec- 
tion seems inevitable. The Labour Party under Peres 
considers itself as the “peace party" because he has 
publicly committed himself to negotiations with the 
Palestinians on the basis of the proposal put forth by 
the US Secretary of State James Baker. He has

agreed to meet a Palestinian delegation from the 
West Bank and Gaza in Cairo. This may well 


become the issue which will decide the outcome of 
the next election. 

Opinion 

It is unclear which alternative Israeli public opin- 
ion favours. Peres advocacy for negotiations or 
Shamir’s reluctance to engage in them on the basis of 
the Baker plan. For that reason it is quite uncertain 
whether new elections would resolve the current 
political stalemate in the Israeli Parliament, the 
Knesset. 


than any previous American administration. - 
William Safire, the New York Times columnist, 
and one of the strongest and most powerful defen- 
ders oflsraeii interests, ina column this week lobbed 
the most dam aging accusations into the White' 
House garden. He claimed that President Bush, his 
secretary of state, national security adviser and his 
chief of staff are “resisting America's special 
relationship with Israel.” 

It is true that the administration is threatening to 
cut financial aid to Israel, that it is forcing Israel's 
hand to deny Soviet Jews to settle in the West Bank 
and that this attitude has “emboldened Arab 
leaders" to threaten countries who help Soviet Jews 
to reach Israel with terrorism. 

The reason that so many Soviet Jews want to get 
out of their homeland and into Israel is the realisa- 
tion that a new wave of anti-Semitism seems to be 
building up among nationalist Russians. Safire 
therefore concludes with the bitter accusation that 
the Bush White House would “have to accept res- 
nsibility for failing to facilitate the new exodus”

At the saute time, there are quite a number of 
parties, apart from the communists, such as the 
Social Democrats, the People’s Party, the Catholics 
(the only religious party) and several others, 
represen ting virtually every political shade from left 
to right. But none of these parties have much money 
to support an effective election campaign with the 
possible exception of the Qvil Forum which is 
getting funds from the West. 


On a recent visit to Prague I found that there is a 
good deal of anxiety about the prospects of the 
communists in the elections. Havel insisted that the 
communists be allowed to continue as a party tinoe 
the new Czechoslovakia is a democracy, and would 
therefore have the right to participate m the elec- 
tions set for June 8. 


There have also been rumours about secret 
negotiations between Israeli and Syrian represen- 
tatives somewhere in Europe about the future of the 
Golan Heights. Neither side has confirmed those 
rumours, but it may well be that with the Syrians, 
now unsure of how much support from the Soviet 
Union they can count on, may be more willing to 
reach an agreement with Israel. “Nobody should be 
to° expectant of early changes in the situation,” an 
American official said to me, “but -changes are 
occurring, however limited, that could lead to 
progress.” 

In the meantime, there is a growing concern 
among Israelis that the Bush administration is more 
even-handed in dealing with the Arab-Israeli crisis 


before the' first pogrom occurs in the Soviet Union. 

Safire’ s accusations are based on facts, but Israeli 
support in Congress, and in the country generally. 
has declined. Israel’s reluctance to enter into 
negotiations on the basis of the Baker plan has been 
a contributing factor. But the Safire volley is bound 
to bean embarrassment to Bush.

What worries the Havel government is that the 
best organised party is still the Communist Party 
whose strength is in the countryside among the 
peasants.

At the Civil Forum it is estimated that the com- 
munists will not obtain more than tenpercent of the 
vote, but observers in the countryside believe that 
the percentage could be considerably higher. There 
are also those who believe that many communists 
ma y decide not to vote at all in order not lo arouse 
fears, but come forward at the next national elec- 
tions, scheduled in two years’ time.

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia, (AP): The teenager 
massaged her bandaged stump, waiting for a crpde 
arti ficial leg of wood, leather and steel to replace the 
one severed by a mine as she walked with mends in 
tesl December.

Cambodian government officials claim that most 
of the mines are set by the Khmer Rouge, with 
smaller numbers planted by infiltrating guerrillas of 
tire non-communist Khmer People’s National 
Liberation Front and followers of resistance leader 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk 

Although most or the fighting is in the northwest, 
along the border with Thailand officials and Wes- 
tern aid workers say mines are being planted in 
roads, ox-cart hails, stream beds and rice fields 
throughout the country. 

“In many respects this is a war being fought with 
land mines against civilians _ and f don’t think 
anybody is keepin g records of where they are being 
laid, said Brett Ballard of the American Friends 
Service Committee. 

Aid workers described half a dozen types of 
mines, including a Chinese-made, blue plastic 
weapon that is often seeded in flooded rice paddies 
It floatsjust beneath the water’s surface, and is easily 


detonated. China is the main arms supplier to the 
Khmer Rouge. 

The plastic shards are difficult to delect by X-ray 
when embedded in a human body. 

The mine is light and thus easily transportable 
from guerrilla sanctuaries along the Thai -Cam- 
bodian frontiers. The guerrillas appear to employ 
the mines to cordon ofT hideouts and arms caches. 

Sabotage 

The. guerrillas' aims, officials say, are to sabotage 
the economy, disrupt community life and demon- 
strate to the population that the government cannot 
protect them. 

But some say the most telling impact of the mine 
warfare is psychological, keepingpeople on the edge 
of fear after 20 years of war and a reign of terror by 
the Khmer Rouge.

In itself, the tiny picnic area is 
not a major problem — ?o 
metres (65 feet) of blighted coi- 
tlme and a bunedstretch of coral 
reef but to Songco it illus- 
trates a point. You can’t expect 
to cash in on the environment, 
he says, unless you are willing to 
do what it takes to preserve it 

Songco, a 39-year-old former 
engineer, makes his living guid- 
ing tourists to the coral reefs off 
the coast of this mountainous 
sparsely populated island. Since 
they were “discovered”’ by 
divers a few years ago, those 
m reefs have offered some of the 
most varied and colourful 
underwater scenery in the world. 

But that, like so much here on 
the Philippines’ rugged last fron- 
tier. is changing fast. 

Palawan's extensive coral 
reefs, still pristine by the stan- 
dards of the rest of the Philip- 
pines, are in trouble. Rapid 
growth, poverty, corruption and 
simple ignorance have conspired 
against a fragile living environ- 
ment that takes years to build 
and seconds to destroy. 

Throughout the Philippines, 
and throughout the tropical 
oceans of the world, corals are 
disappearing at an alarming 

# rate. Commercial fishing with 
explosives or cyanide — or with 
a barbaric method called 
“muro-ami” cause the most 
dramatic damage. Mine tailing 
and industrial pollution pose 
serious problems in. many coas- 
tal areas as well, and sfltatioa 
from poorly planned logging 
and agriculture can have a last- 
ing and devastating effect. 

Opponents 

So far, scuha divers hare been 
the most vocal opponents of the 
destruction of the Philippine 
reefs. Songco. for example, , has 
become active in a Ioi^enviroitr' ' 
mental group and has begun to 
document the damage be sees on 
his dives. Other divers have ten- 
ded together to try to persuade 
the government to designate ' 
prime diving spots as marine 

* parks. 

But the crisis on the reefs is 
not just a divers’ problem. 
Delicate reef ecosystems provide 
food and livelihood for millions 
of marginal fishermen and their 
families. Researchers at the 
University of the Philippines 
estimate that coral reefs provide 
as much as 25 per cent of the 
total catch of fish eaten in this 
island country. But if trends con- 
tinue, there is no way that level 
can be sustained. Scientists say 
that about 70 per cent of the 
country’s reefs are at best in 
“poor to fair” condition and 
that as many as 40 per cent can 
be considered destroyed. 

“The biggest problem is sixn-

reefs have already been ravaged. ’ 

Advantage 

Many of those invaders are 
poor fishermen looking for bet- 
ter catches, but some of the most 
threatening are large commer- 
cial enterprises. And allbougha 
good number are from Hong 
Kong, Taiwan and Japan, most 
‘ are from the Philippines. In 
recent months a well-financed 
Filipino seaweed-farming com- 
pany has taken advantage of the 
government’s lax enforcement 
efforts and has set up illegal 
operations on a particularly sen- 
si tive section of Tubbataha 
Reef. 

“It’s a shame," laments 
Roland Rodriguez, a Palawan 
native and director of the 
island’s environmental planning 
office. Rodriguez points out that 
migrants from other parts of the 
country are putting a strain on 
all of Palawan's resources and 
marine resources are no excep- 
tion. 

Like many of the slash-and- 
bum farmers who have ruined 
the island’s upland forests, most 
of the people fishing in Pala- 
wan’s waters have come from 
the overcrowded Visayas islands 
of the central Philippines. “They

have destroyed the coral reefs in 
their own places," Rodriguez 
says, “and now they’re coming 
here.” The results have been dis- 
astrous. On Tubbataha Reef, 
150 kilometres (93 miles) out to 
sea, fishermen report a catch 
that is one third of what it was 
six years ago. 


Staub notes that poor fisher- 
men throughout the country are 
beginning to recognise the need 
to preserve their fishing 
grounds, and in some areas they 
have be^un to organise patrols 
to monitor destructive and 
illegal fishing. But although Pal- 
awan fishermen claim that it is 


mostly outsiders who causes the 
damage, they admit that it is dif- 
ficult to resist using environmen- 
tally destructive methods or to 
stand up to others who do so. 

“In a lot of communities, peo- 
ple look at dynamite fishing the 
same way that urbanites look at 
jaywalking,” Staub explains. 


"It’s the son of situation where 
if you play by the rules you lose, 
berause so many people aren't 
playing by the rules.” 

Of all Ihe fishing methods that 
destroy reefs, “muro-ami” is the 
most deadly. The technique was 
brought to the Philippines by 
Japanese fishermen around 
World War II and has recently 
grown more popular. In larger 
muro-ami operations, hundreds 
of young men and boys 
surround a boat, carrying long 
“scare lines'* or ropes with 
weights attached. The boys swim 
along with the boat, banging the 
weights on the ocean floor and 
driving fish into large nets. It is 
extremely dangerous for the 
boys, who are sometimes 
required to dive without air 
tanks to depths as great as 30 
metres (almost 100 feet), and the 
weigh is do tremendous damage 
to the corals. 

Business 

But in the Philippines muro- 
ami is big business, and big busi- 
ness is politics. Despite a tem- 
porary ban on the practice, it has 
been widely reported that at 
least one influential politician 
with a financial interest in muro- 
ami fisheries has subverted law- 
enforcement efforts. 

Even for the casual snorkel- 
diver, it's not difficult to locate 
the effects of pollution, siitation, 
explosives, poisons and muro- 
ami. Although the surface of the 
water may be calm, many places 
on ihe floor of Puerto Princesa 
Bay look like minefields. Here 
and there a stunning clump of 
coloured coral will rise out of a 
wasteland of pale, broken coral 
branches. Where blasting has 
occurred, it is easy to see where 
the charge was dropped, and 
where there has been runoff 
from nearby hills, suffocated 
corals are easily seen. 

Yei Palawan's reefs are, by all 
accounts, in better condition 
than those almost everywhere 
else in this country of about 

7.000 islands. 

Dr Porfirio Alino, a marine 
biologist at the College of 
Fisheries, reports that he routin- 
ely hears blasting during his 
research dives in the northern 
Philippines — as many as six 
explosions per hour. Alino has 
also studied the effects of mine 
tailings on corals. Off Cebu 
Island, Atlas Mining, a copper- 
mining company, dumps 

110.000 tons of waste material 
per day which ends up coverin 
corals and destroying the ree 
without any hope of recovery. 

Songco has been directly 
affected by the destruction. He 
moved to Palawan seven yesrs 
ago, after the diving spots that 
he had frequented in the north- 
ern Philippines had been des- 
troyed by dynamite fishing. 
They were favourite destinations 
for international divers. 

He knows that fishing is more 
important to the country than 
scuba diving, but he, like other 
environmentalists, thinks that it 
is possible to live with the sea in a 
way that makes sense in the long 
term. “I’m not saying don't 
touch it,” he says, looking out 
over the turquoise waters of 
Puerto Princesa Bay. “I'm say- 
ing, think about it, care for it, 
and use it right.” 


‘Dope fiends’ get 
help behind bars

WILTON. New York, (UP!): Long before it was a prison, Mt 
McGregor had a reputation as a place of healing. 

Ml McGregor, nestled on a wooded hilltop between the Adirondack 
Mountains and the Lake Champlain Valley, will soon be the nation's 
first large-scale treatment facility devoted solely to inmates whose 
crimes were prompted by an addiction to drugs or alcohol. 

There are now 192 inmates in the alcohol and substance abuse 
treatment programme at McGregor, where barbed wire fences wind 
around log cabins and stylish buildings reflect their role early this 
century as a tuberculosis sanitarium for Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. employees. 

It is a testament to the success of the voluntary programme and to the 
vision of its founder, prison Chaplin Peter Young, that in April it will 
expand to house S26 inmates. 

“My name is Monroe — I’m a dope fiend,” said Monroe Parrot to a 
recent gathering of some 50 inmates. 

Parrot was among the first of 37 inmates to Lake part in Young's 
programme when it began ex penmen tally in 1981. He has since 
graduated to become a counsellor, one of is paid staff members. 

“1 was a shooter." began Parrot, telling his story of heroin addiction 
to men listening as intently as if the story was their own. 

Father Young sat in the back of the room, his priest’s collar partially 
hidden by an old grey sweater. 

“In all the other programmes 1 was in You B-S for iwo hours telling 
war stories.” said inmate James Hyde, a long-time heroin and cocaine 
abuser. “Bui my whole family has turned their backs on me. I got kids, 
and it hurts." 

Young, 59. has been working with alcoholics for 30 years, and for 
more than a decade with prisoners. 

Visitors say the programme works largely because of Young's 
presence. But the minis'ier credits the inmates who are given major 
administrative duties in managing the programme, as well as its focus 
on the Alcoholics Anonymous philosophy of abstinence, self-examina- 
tion, a dependence on a higher power and group support. 

“1 came up here lo rap on alcohol and drugs. Il was not a very in- 
depth programme. 1 was it," Young said. 

But Young said he was soon approached by James Mitchell, an 
inmate who told him. "I’ve been here a long time. It's my seventh bid in 
the system and I'm tired of this." 

Together Young and Mitchell, who died of cancer several months 
ago, developed a makeshift programme. “1 told him I only had one 
condition. I’m not going to come in and calk to guys who are disrespect- 
ful and want to get high," Young said. 

What they ultimately worked out was a highly structured six-month 
programme that has been partially emulated since by other prisons in 
the state. 

Those admitted are generally within two years of eligibility for 
parole. If they complete their programme, they are sent to a pre-release 
facility for another six months before returning to society. 

To ease that transition, Young has been working to find jobs and 
low-cost housing for the inmates. Many graduates of the programme 
have been sent to any of 10 halfway houses set up in the Albany area, 
some 40 miles (65 km) south of the prison. 

Mt McGregor superintendent Joseph Kennedy said while the idea 
may have seen revolutionary 10 year ago, it was sound. 

“It was easy because it was cheap. We were able to go practically with 
what we had,” Kennedy said. 

State corrections officials estimate the programme costs an added 
250 annually per man but lowers recidivism by about 25 per cent over 
facilities without such programmes.

Gallstones removal made simpler 

A NEW method of removing gallstones being pioneered in Scotland 
means the patient can leave hospital 48 hours after the operation and 
return to full activity within 10 days. By contrast, conventional surgery 
can sometimes mean a three month layoff. 

Traditionally, gallstones required substantia] open abdominal sur- 
gery, often involving removal of the gall-bladder itself and a 10-day 
hospital stay. Even without further delays through infection, patients 
usually need six to eight weeks convalescence at home before returning 
to work. 

But a new laparoscopic cholycytectomy procedure developed by 
Professor Alfred Cuscheiri. head of surgery at Ninewells Hospital in 
Dundee, involves much less drastic surgery and is aided by a laparos- 
cope optical instrument through a small incision in the abdomen. 

Four or five small incisions are made rather than one large one. 
Carbon dioxide gas is introduced lo expand the peritoneal cavity to 
provide working space for the necessary surgical instruments and the 
surgeon is aided by a visual display until linked to the laparoscope. 

Prof. C uschieri says the smaller incisions mean post-operative pain is 
reduced and the wounds heal rapidly, minimising problems of infection 
and scarring. Most patients can begin eating the day after the opera- 
tion. 

The results of the first 200 operations with the new technique are 
described as “very promising," and it is now being used not only in 
Dundee but also Paris. Bordeaux and Nashville. Prof. Cuschieri 
commented: “Laparoscopic cholycystectomy will undoubtedly prove 
to be a singificant advance, reducing drastically the cost of treatment 
and the lime off work needed for convalescence by the patient." 


Parisians devour Peter Brook’s Mahabharata 


PARIS. (Reuter): The world’s longest and 
oldest poem — an epic 1 5 tunes the length 
of the Bible which evolved in India at least 

6,000 years ago — has been brought to the 

silver screen for the first time. 

British theatre director Peter Brook and 
French writer Jean-Claude Camera have 
been working on India’s vast and complex 
national legend, the Mahabharata, for 16

An epic tale as told by Europeans 


“Westill haven’t finished with the tale, it 
has a sort of energy which is inexhausti- 
ble," Carriere told Reuters in an interview 
in his Paris home, admitting the Mahab- 
harata had become a full-time obsession. 

The story deals with an epic struggle 
between two rival family clans, the 
FCauravas. an unruly band of! 00, and the 
Pandavas, five brothers descended from 
the gods, for control of the universe. 

The poem was handed down verbally 
for thousands of years before the first 
complete version was penned between 300 
and 400 AD. Early scraps of transcript 
da te as far back as 4,000 BC. 

Carriere, who worked with Spanish 
surrealist director Luis Bunuel before 
beginning his long collaboration with 
Brook, believes the Mahabharata is par- 
ticularly relevant to our age because it 
deals with the ibreal of toial destruction. 


The film, with its murky atmosphere 
and magical settings, was filed in J 4 weeks 
in a studio on the outskirts ofParis on a six- 
million-dollar budget. 

“Hollywood offerd to make a mega- 
production in India, complete with ele- 
phants and exotic palaces, but Brook felt 
that would be a betrayal of his work," said 
produoer Michel Propper. 

Under Brook’s direction, a group of 28 
actors and a few extras have created an 
illusion of thousands in the dimly-lit battle 
scene which is the climax of the three-hour 
film, 

“Brook is known as the master of 
illusion, what he has created here is neither 
a film nor a piece of theatre, it is on a bridge 
between the two, something very unique.’’ 
said Propper. 

Most of the cast, members of which 
included actors from China, India, Italy 


and France, were also in the play, and 
many were chosen from Brook's theatre 
company, which he set up after mo ring to 
Paris from Britain in the late 1960s. 

Propper estimates Lhe film has already 
attracted up to 200.000 people since it 
opened in Paris at the end of January. But 
he says the real challenge was showing a 
Western adaptation of the legend in India. 

The story, which also incorporates the 
famous Bhagavad-Gita legend, provides 
India with its gods, including Krishna, 
Shiva and .Vishnu, as well as much of its 
mythology, children's tales and. these 
says, almost endless fodder for comic 
strips and television films. 

“I was much more scared for the Indian 
opening than any other," confessed Prop- 
per. who co-ordinated apreview of thefilm 
in four Indian cities at the end of Iasi year. 


Mystery surrounds ‘Exmoor’ beast 


•'Nobody knew what we were up against," 
said Nigel Brieriy, a retired local resident who 
recently wrote a book They StoJk by Night 
about the beast. 

"One chap had a butterfly net and another 
chap who was good at catching stray dogs came 
up from Plymouth ... He trailed a large piece of 
meat around the moor," Brieriy added. 

But their efforts were useless and the killings 
have continued, about 50 a year by Brieriy’s 
estimate. 

First suspicions, taking tha r cue from Arthur 
Comm Doyle’s The found of the Boskerviiles. 
focused on an oversized dog. Bui padmarks 
near the bodies, the beast's ability to lap from 
extreme heights and itscreechingcry led Brieriy 
and others to suspect it was a poma or mountain 
(ion. 

“1 heard it twice," said Williams, whonas 
been rarmmgin the area since idle late 1950s. “It 
sounds like a woman screaming. It makes your 


hair stand up." 

The high-pitched cry has become a familiar 
sound to many local residents, and several say 
they have seen the elusive beast. 

Rod Bramner claims to have spotted the 
creature near his house early one morning. In 
one bounding leap it jumped from a wood on to 
the road and then to the opposite side. 

“It was half and again as big as an Alsatian. 
Iona and low, and what struck me was the 
thickness of the bone in its kg. It was hefty and 
had a dusky fawn colour," said Bramer who 
runs a local shooting school. 

“I’ve lived in the country all my life; I’m not a 
pseudo country person and 1 know what 
animals look like. This was, as far as l*m concer- 
ned, a mountain lion or puma.” 

Brieriy also claims to have seen the creature 
and much or his book is devoted to theory that 
ihe “beast of Exmoor” is one or several pumas. 


“1 have every reason tn believe they are 
pumas, "he said. 

Although they are not indigenous io Britain, 
Brieriy believes pumas, whose natural habitat 
stretches from Northwestern Canada to South 
America, could have been released from private 
menageries several years ago and have been 
breeding in the British countryside ever since. 

Bui Doug Richardson, head keeper and cat 
specialist at the London zoo, is sceptical. "It’s 
possible but I’ve yet to see any hard evidence 
that it is a puma," he said. 

He dismissed the numerous sightings saying 
most people, unless their eyes are trained, can- 
not identify well-known, big-cat species. 

“They can never get it right," he said, adding 
that he has seen people in a zoo misidentifying 
big cats that were labelled. Pumas do have a 
high-pitched cry “but so do domestic cats, and 
foxes also make bizarre noises,” he added. 

But for Richardson the lack of blood was the 
most convincing argument against the puma 
theory because sucking blood is noi one of its 
behavioural traits. 



Bugatti sculptures 


THIRTY-NINE magnificent sculptures by Rembrandt Bugatti from the collection of Monsieur Alain Delon, the 
renowned film-actor, are to be sold by Sotheby's in London on April 4. 1990. The thirty-nine works form the finest 
collection in private hands by this major a niraa tier sculptor and are undoubtedly the most important group ever to appear 
at auction. 

Alain Delon has been a passionate collecxorof Rembrandt Bugani's work for the past twenty years. Although he has 
noi stopped buying Bugatti bronzes, he feels that this pa rticu la r group fu/ly represents Bugatti s work which could not be 
enhanced by the addition of further works. Its completeness is demonstrated by the subject matter and the size of the 
bronzes ranging from composite pieces measuring over 1 .3 metres to a tiny bird-only 1 6cm high. For this reason he has 
derided io sell this part of his collection. 

Rembrandt Bugatti (1884-1916) was the younger son of Carlo Bugatti, the creator of remarkable furniture, and 
brother of Ettorc of motoring fame. Born in Milan in 1 884, he achieved recognition and acclaim at an early age and 
although his life was short ending tragically at 30, he made a deep impression on the art world during his brief working life 
between [90/ and 1916. Rembrandt Bugatti was a great lover of animals and felt a natural affinity with them. His 
sculptures are immediately recognisable and distinguishable from any other work. Often described as an unassuming 
genius. Rembrandt was drawn at an early age into the Fauve environment and “gravitated to a world where the 
spontaneity of the natural beast counted for all. He devoted himself to capturing a world of movement and stance that 
artificial human values were noi allowed to encounter. His work invariably spoke for the animal standing by itself." Like 
Hokusai. he would spend hours, even days, observing his subject and then work swiftly, accurately and forcefully, 
destroying anything which did not succeed at the first attempt.

Opec General Secretary Subroto 
said the United States should not be 
afraid or its growing reliance on 
imported oil from its biggest sup- 
plier, the Opec. 

Unless a major new oil field is 
discovered in Alaska, Subroto said 
the outlook for the future is that 


Opcc wj!I supply more oil to the 
United States, as well as to the rest of 
tne world. to meet growing demand* 
and make up for non-Opcc produc- 
tion declines. 

Subroto also called for double- 
hullej tankers to better ensure safe 
oil shipments and said industrialised 
nations and developing countries 
auke must start paying doser atten- 
tion to environmental concerns. 

The Indonesian leader of the 13* 
nation oil organisation in the first 
visit by an Opec chief to America's 
biggest oil-producing state, spoke to 
the pro-development civic group 
Commonwealth North before head- 
ing for the oil port ofValdez to see the 
lessons of the disastrous Exxon Val- 
dez oil spill and tour pipeline 
facilities. 

Subroto, who goes by the single 
name, was to tour Prudhoe hay, the 
United Slates’ largest oil field, yester- 
day during & five-day trip to Alaska. 

Subroto said Opec’s role as an oil 
supplier is growing, and that oil 
prices will rise with demand, but he 
said that should be no cause for 
alarm among consumer nations. 

He predicted that US total oil 
reserves will become of marginal 
importance in about nine years’ 
time,” partly because the Exxon Val- 
dez spill increased opposition to drill- 
ing in the Arctic national wildlife 
refuge, which may hold vast reserves 
of oil in northeast Alaska. 

Subroto said, "the United States is 


importing about half its oil 
requirement, and this level could rise 
to between 65 and 70 per cent by the 
year 2000." 

He said production declines in 
non-Opcc countries such as the 
United Stales and the Soviet Union, 
combined with increasing demand, 
“means that there will be a gradual 
transition from non-Opcc to Opec 
dominance of the market." 

However, this docs not mean that 
consumers have anything to fear. 
Indeed, the fact that Opcc has the 
casily-acce.su blc reserves to meet 
future demand should relieve rather 
than intensify consumers' (ears 
about energy supply and the impact 
on the environment.” 

He said Opcc has 84 per cent of the 
known reserves in the non-commun- 
ist world, 908 billion barrels. 

“It should not matter whether the 
United States, or any other country, 
has to import u growing quantity of 
oil from Opec," Subroto said. “That 
is what we are here for. Opec coun- 
tries import most of the things they 
need and pay for their imports with 
oil revenues, so the petro-dollars are 
coming back to the consumers, 
mainly Western countries.’’ 

Opec's 25-million barrel produc- 
tion is near capacity and Opec will 
have to undertake a $60 billion spen- 
ding programme to meet future 
demands, Subroto said. 

He said a “rather fragile 
equilibrium" exists between supply 


and demand and, “prices will go up 
slowly reflecting at least the inflation 
rate. If you talk about prices in real 
terms, I think it will be about $23, 24 
per barrel in 1 995*' for cheaper Opcc 
oil 

“Nobody wauls to repeal the his- 
tory of the '80s and see the fluctua- 
tion go up to $40 and go down again 
to $9 (per barrel). It's very disruptive 
for the producers as well as for the 
consumers,*' he said. 

Subroto said uncertainties that 
could affect (he fragile supply-und- 
demund balance include the emer- 
gence of new economies in Eastern 
Europe with a bigger appetite for oil. 
what percentage of oil the Soviet 
Union — now the world's biggest oil 
prod ucer — will be a ble to supply .the 
impact of US production declines, 
the speed of industrialisation in 
southeast Asia, the emergence of 
newcomer nations as Third World oil 
producers, and environmental con- 
cerns. 

"We in Opec share everybody 
eJse's concern about the deteriorat- 
ing quality of the environment." 
Subroto said, noting that environ- 
mental degradation is worsening in 
developing countries. 

Subroto said refineries, which 
have suffered "an unprecedented 
series of mishaps” in the last 18 mon- 
ths, should be modernised and he 
called for an overhaul of the world 
tunker fleet to safer double-hulled 
vessels.

Marcb 30, (Reuter); The fall of more than 1,000 points in the Tokyo Stock Market's key Nikkei Index today is just a biiter taste of more to come, 
market analysts say.

" 1 think there is an awful lot of selling to be done, but that will happen in a fairly boring way rather than 2.000 points a day," said Andrew BallingaL strategist at 
’ Barclays de Zoete Wedd Securities (Japan). 

The closely watched Nikkei plunged 1,045.71 points today, ending the day 3. 37 per cent down at 29,980.45. That combined with losses earlier this week more 
[ than wiped out a 4.83 per cent rise on Monday and left the Nikkei down 1.29 per cent for the week.

Part 8: Montreal 


Let's get one lhhi£ straight from tbe start. Montreal is 
not Paris. It is a distinctly North American city; the 
city that swings in the summer and goes underground 
in the winter. If you choose to live in Montreal, and 
hundreds of thousands have, you will have a taste of 
the good side of Paris and not what parts of modem 
day Paris have to offer; pollution, exorbitant housing 
prices, nightmarish traffic. And people in Montreal 
are internationally known as far friendlier and more 
hospitable. 

French culture is there. You can see and hear it 
everywhere. But if you don't speak French then you 
can enjoy its bilingual world or you can do what 
many new residents do: take French classes. The 
provincial government often foots the bill for this. 
Remember before you balk at this suggestion that the 
difference between French and English is much 
smaller than the different* between English and 
Arabic, Urdu, Hindi or Chinese. 

M on trad is second to Toronto as the Canadian 
economic hub. It is the finandai, cultural and 
transportation capital of the province of Quebec. 
Montrealers, most of whom are fluently bilingual, 
live basically in two large sections of the city. TTte 

anglopbones tend to populate Westmount, which is 

to the west of the dty, while the francophones live in 
the center and on the other side. But it’s not as 
partisan as it sounds. 

Physically, most people wax eloquent about 
Montreal. The skyline is dotted with gigantic high 
rises and buildings of modern day business, all of 
which emerge against a background of tbe Saint 
Lawrence river. Then of course there is old Montreal 
(le vieux Montreal) where so much of Montreal's past 
has been either saved or restored. Here, cobblestone 
streets wind through an abundance of bistros, 
restaurants, cafes and artisans' shops. It is the pride 
of most of the Quebecois. 

But quaint heritage is not enough for the settler. 
Even if you only manage to pay a visit, you'll see its 
reputation as one of the best run dries in the world 
with one of the most impressive public transport 


systems and an urban environment that has been the 
envy and model of many of the world's top urban 
planners. 

There are two international airports; Mirabel being 
the largest in Canada. The city is joined to the rest of 
the country by VIA Rail, Canada’s rail system. It is 
the home of some of the finest restaurants and hotels 
in North America. And to give you some idea of it, 
did you know that it was the second largest French- 
speaking city in the world? 

If you like night-life, then you will soon learn that 
Montreal for some doesn’t seem to doze offal any 
• time of tbe day or night. And, which is typical of a 
young country like Canada, the various lifestyles and 
ethnic interests of its population are catered for on a 
generous scale. But don't get the wrong idea; it’s not 
New York or Rio or Los Angeles. Your sons and 
your daughters and yourself are completely safe in 
this city. Wby the crime is so low in Montreal is a 
question that still baffles sociologists, but it's a Tact 
and you only have to see the public outcry and furor 
when something untoward happens to realise that the 
Quebecois are proud of their reputation and 
determined to keep it that way. 

So much for the good points. What about the bad 
ones? Well, not many bad things are said about 
Montreal. They are usually comments about the 
weather in winter, but since the underground dty has 
been created there isn’t much justification for this. 
Some newcomers find it bard to cope with French, 
but these are only a few. You have to see it to believe 
tL really. It’s still fairiy inexpensive and the only thine 
you’ll have to watch is your waistline with Montreal's 
reputation for international cuisine. 

Y ou probably have got the idea that we are hooked 
on Montreal. Most people are and it’s difficult to 
lone down the praise; But if you don’t believe us, 
come and see for yourself. And if you want some help 
in deciding if jj jg iherity for you. give usa call. In the 
meantime, well look hard for something bad to say 
about Montreal so you'll believe in ourobiectivitv

PARIS, March 30, (Reuter): 
Paribas, the blue-chip invest- 
ment bank recently involved in a 
bitter bourse takeover battle, 
reported on Thursday that its 
1989 attributable net profit rose 
30 percent to 3.45 billion francs 
(5604 million). 

The results were in line with 
the forecasts that Paribas made 
in November. The company, 
privatised by the previous right- 


wing government in 1987,

raised its dividend to 
share from 10. 

Paribas hit the headlines last 
year when it launched a 26 billion 
franc takeover bid For Naviga- 
tion M ixte, an industrial holding 
company with interests ranging 
from insurance to food. 

But Paribas won only 40 per 
cent of Mixte and the repercus- 
sions of the failed bid are still 
being frit. 

At Thursday’s board meeting, 
the bank was expected to 
approve a management reshuffle 
that would result in chairman 
Michel Francois-Poncet hand- 
ing over day-to-day power to 
Andre Leyy-Lang, chairman of 
Compagnie Bancaire, the com- 
mercial bank in which Paribas 
bolds a 40 per cent stake. 

Paribas' major shareholders, 
jockeying for position ahead of 
the management shake-up, have 
been actively juggling their 
shar eholdings in the past week. 

State-controlled insurance 
firm Assurances Generates de 
Paris announced on Tuesday 
that it had raised its stake in 
Paribas to nine percent from five 
percent.

WASHINGTON, March 30, (AP* 
The US economy posted a 1.1 per 
cent gain from October through 
December, the slimmest quarterly 
advance in three yean, helping slow 
the increase of {goods and services to 
just 3 per cent in 1989, the govern- 
ment said yesterday. 

The Commerce Department's 
final revision of its fourth-quarter 
gross national product was up sligh- 
tly from die 0.9 per cent gain in its 
estimate last month. The depart- 
ment’s initial estimate in January was 
05 per cent. 

It followed increases of 3.7 percent 
in die first quarter, 2.5 per oentin the 
second and 3 percent in the third. 

The 3 percent gain for aO ofl 989 
was the smallest since a 2.7 per cent 
advance in 1986 and followed 
increases of4.4 per cent in 1988 and 
3.7 per cent in 1987. 

A consensus of economists had 
indicated in advance of the latest 
report that fourth-quarter growth 
would remain at 0.9 per cent. 

Many analysts, however, believe 
that while the pace of economic 
growth rose further during the 
current quarter, partly because of 
weather-related factors, it will not 
bounce back in 1990 to the levels 
experienced during much of the 

In fact, the latest consensus of top 
economists projects a 1.7 per cent 
growth forecast for this year. That 
would be the poorest performance 
since economic activity declined 2.5 
percent in 1982 during the last reces- 
sion. 

The fourth quarter’s 1.1 per cent 
gain was the lowest since a 0.8 per 
cent advance in the third quarter of 
1986. 

An inflation index tied to the GNP 
rose at an annual rate of 4.5 per cent 
last year, the Commerce Department 
said, the same as its estimate last 
month.

US productivity and the slide 
could continue for years without 
provoking a domestic crisis. 

Publication of the book this 
week coincided with the release 
of Commerce Department 
figures that showed the weakest 
expansion of US gross national 
product since 1986 — a modest 
1.1 per cent in the final three 
months of the 1 980s. 

For the full year 1989, the 
United States also recorded its 
slowest annual growth in GNP 
since 1986 — 3.0 per emit — 
partly because of a slump in US 
car sales. Last year. For the first 
time ever, the best-selling car in 
the United States was Japanese, 


the Honda Accord. 

ff past performance continues, 
Krugman says, both Japan and 
Europe will overtake the United 
States in terms of GNP by the 
year 2000. Both Japan and 
Europe would have larger invest- 
ments overseas and export more 
than the United States. 

“By these measures, America 
would rink to number three 
economic power,” says Krug- 
man, a professor of economist at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology who has served as 
consultant to the International 
Monetary Fund and the World 
Bank. 

The book lists dismal statistics 
for the past two decades: the 
average American's take-home 
pay has remained unchanged in 
real terms since 1969, the number 
of people living in poverty 
increased substantially and trade 
deficits became chronic.

for shock therapy 


MOSCOW, March 30, (AP): 
The Soviet economy is beading 
either for the “shock therapy” of 
a quick plunge into a market 
economy, or for a consumer 
revolt that would block all 
reforms, in the view of the head of 
the state price committee. 

The Soviet leadership has been 
casting about for ways to resus- 
citate the collapsing economy, 
which is plagued by an inconver- 
tible currency, inefficient central 
planning and state-set prices that 
often are artificially low. 

Vyacheslav Senchagov. the 
head of the committee that sets 
the prices, told the supreme 
Soviet legislature Thursday that 
the government prefers making a 
gradual shift to a market-driven 


economy. 

But, he said, a more radical 


approach, such as that taken by 
Poland, appears to be inevitable 
if “the population's confidence 
in the government does not fall so 
low as to make no reforms possi- 
ble.” 

Under a radical conversion to 
a market economy, prices for raw 
materials and consumer goods 
are likely to rise drastically, the 
value of the rouble would plum- 
met and unemployment would 
soar as inefficient industries are 
streamlined, Senchagov said in 
remarks carried by the official 
news agency Tass. 

Soviet President Mikhail S 
Gorbachev told the nation after 
being sworn in as the country’s 
first executive President on 
March 15 that his most impor- 
tant task was to take more 
radical steps to cure the econ- 


omy. 

Last week, a source confirmed 
previous news reports that Gor- 
bachev's economists are working 
on a 17-point programme of 
radical economic* reforms lead- 
ing to a market system and con- 
vertibility of the Soviet Union's 
currency on world markets. 

The source, who is working on 
the programme, said Soviet 
economists were encouraged by 
Poland's tough measures that 
went into effect on Jan 1, but 
were worried they might create 
widespread unemployment and 
the need, for a vast welfare 
programme. 

Many reports in Moscow say a 
radical economic shake-up wifi 
be put into effect this summer. 

Soviet prices are set by Sen- 
chagov’s bureaucracy without 


regard to actual costs, creating 
artificially low prices for oS and 
gas and many natural resources., 
as well as for food and basic 
consumer goods. 

But the artificially low return 
for Soviet industry stifles 
production and initiative. 

Subsidies to keep prices low 
now cost the Soviet government 
100 billion roubles a year, Sen- 
chagov said. The total volume of 
the country's retail trade is only 
five times more. 

Soviet consumers have 
become used to a system that 
offers a minimum of choice for 
low prices, and many react with 
alarm to reports that the govern- 
ment is planning to free prices. 
Public concern has forced the 
government to delay several 
times key price reforms.

UAE stocks index drops sharply 


ABU DHABI, March 30, (Reuter): The United 
Arab Emirates, (UAE) unofficial stocks index fell 
sharply this month after a drop in the share price of 
the country's two major national banks. 

The National Bank of Abu Dhabi (NBAD) index 
fell to 1,401.16 on Thursday from 1,421.46 on 
March 1. 

“The decline is mainly due to a drop in the shares 
of the NBAD and the NBD (National Bank of 
Dubai)," said Ziad Dabbas, a senior manager at 
NBAD said in an interview on Thursday. 

NBAD shares fell fivedirfaams(S1.4) to 275 (S75) 
and NBD stock dropped 40 dirhams ($10.9) to 565, 
he said. 

“The index fell sharply because the shares of the 
two banks constitute a large percentage of the 
index,” Dabbas said. 

The index covers 22 local banks and companies 


with a total market capitalisation of around 24

billion dirhams (S5.6 billion}. National Telecom- 
munications firm Etisalat has by far the biggest 
weighting in the index. 


Dabbas said the fall in the NBAD shareindex was 
due to lower demand because investors awaited this 
year's results, which are due shortly. 

NBD shares fell after they went ex-dividend last 
month. The bank distributed 344 million dirhams 
(94 million) to shareholders. 

The UAE is considering opening an official 
market but shares are now traded by telephone. 

Only UAE nationals can buy shares but the UAE 
has agreed in principle with the five other Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCQ states — Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Oman, Bahrain, and Qatar — to allow all 
GCC nationals into the market.
